One of the issues to be faced at ti} 
General Conference at Milton, Wis., ne 
month is the one outlined by the exec} 
tive secretary in the May 27 Sabba: 
Recorder. That article publicizes for tl 
first time an alternate plan for ti 
training of Seventh Day Baptist minister} 
It is a plan on which a special committe 
of high educational qualifications an 
of rather widely divergent background hg 
been working for a considerable lengt 
of time. The committee was asked 5 
Commission and Conference “‘to give cof 
sideration to alternative plans for th 
training of our ministry” fede of th 
“increased demands upon current givin 
and denominational funds required fd 
the continuation of the Alfred School o 
Theology.” 


It was apparently the feeling of Com 
mission last year that we ought to hay 
a workable plan for training our minister} 
which could be substituted for the plas 
under which we have been working fo 
several years — progressively increasing 
student body, salaries, and facilities unti 
the school at Alfred would meet thd 
university standard and become qualified 
for accreditation. It was a sort of “Beat 
the-Clock” program in which many off 
our prominent leaders who would like 
to have such a recognized seminary felt 
that we were playing a losing game. That 
seems to be the import of the Commis 
sion’s report as quoted above (1956 Ye 
Book, Page 52). ; 

The Committee on Ministerial Trainin; 
has quite properly stated that it was 
merely presenting another possible way 
of educating our prospective ministe 
and was not arguing for or against i 
Conference must decide which plan will 
give the most encouragement and the 
best training with the resources which 
can be reasonably allocated to this part of 
our denominational program. 


It is quite apparent that Conference 
delegates must become informed and must 
make a decision. To some of us it seems 
that, regardless of sentiment and apart 
from what most of us would like to see. 
we are forced for economic reasons te 
accept the alternative plan now before us 
Some modifications may need to be made 
either by Conference or by the committee 
Whereas the committee cannot take sides 
on this issue, everyone else must do sa 
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id the editor of this paper feels that he 
_an individual must do so.- We believe 
at it would have been far better if this 
>w plan could have been agreed upon b 

e committee two years ago. It would, 
| Our opinion, have put our denomina- 
on much further ahead in its total world 
ission. Truly democratic processes move 
owly. Past mistakes which have set us 
ick when similar decisions were previ- 
isly before our people required time for 
yrrection. Now we are again at a point 
' decision. We must act dispassionately 
id, if possible, unitedly in giving to our 
ung men and women the encourage- 
ent which this plan provides for the 
ars to come. 

There are no controversial elements, no 
eological arguments involved in ac- 
pting this plan, as we see it. The choice 
| schools is, we trust, almost entirely 
p to the individual. Some schools have 
ne emphasis and some another. 

This we know, many doors are opening

Counseling Room at the Garden 


When Evangelist Billy Graham leads 
up to the invitation at the close of his 
sermon he frequently says, ‘““You are not 
here by accident; God intended you to be 
here.”” He then urges those listeners to 
whom the words apply to make the de- 
cision that the Spirit of God prompts 
them to make. 


We know of one teen-age girl who had, 
by her own admission during the 32-mile 
trip to the city, fought desperately the 
idea of going again to the Crusade. Ar- 
rangements had been made; good friends 
were providing her transportation. The 
invitation time came and the call con- 
tinued to be voiced. Others made their 
way to the front. When a little girl be- 
side her wanted to go she, too, responded. 
They met the stream which thronged the 
passageway to the cavernous counseling 
room and were swept along at the crest 
of the wave to front seats. 


Four other young people, one of whom 
had never before been to such a meeting, 
had decided to go at the latter’s insistence. 
They, too, did not get to the main floor 
in time to bow their heads at the plat- 
form in front of the evangelist and the 
assembled thousands. They were not too 
late to sit before other members of the 
evangelistic team who spoke to them 
briefly through the microphone about the 
steps of conviction, decision, and conver- 
sion. They were not too late to have 
trained and consecrated counselors of the 


same sex and nearly the same age as- 
signed to them. 


Only the Spirit of God could make a 
sanctuary of the rough basement_of that 
great circus building; but sanctuary it 
seemed to be, and none were thinking of 
material things like brick and stone. Many 
faces are flushed and many eyes scarcely 
blink back tears as the seriousness of the 
choice being made within is reflected on 
the surface. 


After a few moments of group instruc- 
tion and group prayer the microphone is 
silent and counselors feel out the individ- 
ual needs and try to meet them with 
Scripture and well-chosen words. 


Often we have stood outside a beehive 
to listen to the nectar-laden workers trans- 
forming their hard-gathered sweetness in- 
to stores of honey. Never before had we 
been within such a beehive where the 
gentle voices of hundreds of workers 
created such a mighty hum. An unsympa- 
thetic musician might have called it dis- 
cordant. All were speaking different 
words at the same time, and vocal music 
of the ordinary sort is not produced in 
that way. We had the feeling that it was 
not discordant, that sweet heavenly music 
was being made, for everywhere individ- 
ual sinners were coming to repentance. 


The hum subsides as records are made, 
literature is given out, and as faces begin 
to glow. Some are ready to depart; others 
need to be made more sure of the reality 
and lasting quality of their surrender to 
the will of God. Ministers as advisors give 
them further individual help. 


The lights blink out; the exits close 
as the last of the young and old step out 
into the night and into the new world 
which can be theirs if they continue to 
trust in their Savior and can find the 
help of faithful Christians. 


They cross but one street until they 
may chance to see through the open door 
of the corner saloon the revolting sight 
of a well-dressed bulging man flat on his 
back on the barroom floor. From such a 
life our youth have just been saved. From 
such a life they will pray that others may 
be saved.

MISSIONS — Sec. Everett T. Harris 
Special Meeting 
of Missionary Board 


At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Managers of the 
Seventh Day Baptist Missionary Society 
held Sunday afternoon, July 7, with the 
American Tropics Committee invited and 
represented by five members, it was 
deemed best because of pressing important 
matters to call for a special meetng of 
the Board of Managers on Sunday, July 
21, at 2 o'clock in the vestry of the Paw- 
catuck Seventh Day Baptist Church. 
Therefore the president is issuing the call 
for that time. 


It is hoped that there may be full at- 
tendance at this meeting and also that 
this may obviate the necessity of the 
meeting at the regular time, July 28. 

The reason for holding the board 
meeting on July 21 instead of July 28 
(the regular time announced last week) 
is to enable the secretary to visit the 
Jamaica Mission leaders before the con- 
vening of the General Conference at 
Milton in August. Among matters to 
be discussed with the leaders is the pos- 
sibility of setting up a tentative budget 
for 1958 and also the possibility of the set- 
ting up of an Executive Committee to ad- 
minister the Jamaica Mission field as it 
relates to budgetary items. The plans for 
beginning the Maiden Hall Vocational 
School at some future date will also come 
into the discussion. 
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En Route Toward Unity in Faith 
By Paul S. Minear 


(The North American Faith and Order Con- 
ference to be held at Oberlin, Ohio, Sept. 
3-10 has as its theme “The Nature of the Unity 
We Seek.” Sponsors for the conference are 
the World Council of Churches, National 
Council of Churches, U.S.A., and the Canadian 
Council of Churches. Dr. Minear has devoted 
two years to organizing the Oberlin meeting. 
He is professor of New Testament at Yale 
University Divinity School and the author of 
several books.) 


Just as the Mississippi River is fed by 
the Red River, Green Creek, and countless 
streams and sloughs, the ecumenical move- 
ment is fed by an infinite number of 
smaller movements. Wherever Christians 
seek to worship and work together, they 
contribute to a world-wide process. When- 
ever churches resolve “to stay together,” 
they do so because they have discovered 
Sa datpeatts many conflicts in faith an 
undeniable consensus in faith. Both con- 
sensus and conflict are actualities. Neither 
can be ignored. The depth and extent of 
both must be explored, and the venture 
of exploration requires courage and con- 
trition on the part of all. Moreover, such 
a venture requires that the exploring 
party be made up of many churches. 


It is altogether essential, therefore, that 
at the forthcoming North American Faith 
and Order Conference (Oberlin, Ohio, 
Sept. 3-10) there should be a sustained 
search for clearer understandings of “Doc- 
trinal Consensus and Conflict.” This is 
in fact the title of Section II at the con- 
ference. Its importance is indicated by 
the fact that more delegates have chosen 
this section than any other... . 


What specific objectives are assigned to 
this section? Only a sample can be given 
here, a very limited sample of three: to 
study the degree and kind of consensus in 
faith which binds us together; to discover 
the points of deepest conflict in the realm 
of doctrine; to explore the ways in which 
mutual allegiance to Jesus Christ should 
lead us to welcome diversities in the ex- 
pression of this allegiance within each 
communion and across denominational 
lines. 


These objectives are audacious; par- 
ticularly so, since the members of this 
section will all be virtually strangers to 


one another. Not much advance can 
expected unless there is thorough preparz 
tion. . .. 

This, in brief sketch, is a preview of th 
work of one section at Oberlin. A simila 
sketch could be given for each of the othe 
eleven sections. Another section has bee 
asked to appraise the unitive and divisiv 
role of baptism among today’s churches 
To yet another is assigned the study o 
Holy Communion as a bond of unity an 
a bar to greater unity. 


These studies in the realm of Fait 
will not, however, be confined to abstrac 
conceptual treatment. At every point the 
will be affected by the examination o 
cultural pressures which bear upon th 
life of the churches. For example, Amer 
can churches are becoming more and mor 
polyglot in membership. It is not unusus 
to find that more than fifty per cent o 
a congregation’s members have joined tha 
congregation within the last ten year: 
Nor is it unusual if a large minority 
its members have transferred not fror 
other congregations of the same deno 
nation, but from other denominations. . 
congregation often represents “the ect 
menical problem” in miniature, 7 
among its members will be found forme 
members of from fifteen to twenty o 
denominations. What effect does t 
mobility have upon the doctrinal positi 
of a given church? Can the separate 
nominations long maintain such sharf 
distinctive standpoints in the realm 
dogma? ... The discussions at Oberli

Evangelism 
in Christian Education 
By Harry Morton 


Man’s power to change his environment 
is everywhere recognized, especially in 
these days of scientific discovery and in- 
vention in which human freedom and the 
total life have been so enriched. But the 
radical changes wrought in man himself 
by his responses to external environment 
are frequently underestimated. There is 
a widespread feeling that “you cannot 
change human nature,” and yet that pro- 
cess is in continuous operation before 
our eyes, and is the basis upon which edu- 
cators of vision predicate all their work. 
The ability to change human environment 
interacts with the ability to change hu- 
man nature. In the process of mastering 
the secrets of the natural forces about 
him, in order to better his physical envi- 
ronment, man himself undergoes change. 


Personality grows in many ways and 
man himself has large control of those 
ways. He is not therefore a mere creature 
of unalterable circumstances. He _ has 
power to bring about changes in the 
character of human wants and to create 
conditions that he finds are conducive to 
one kind of response instead of another, 
thus vitally conditioning human change 
in himself and others. Dr. J. W. Shack- 
ford states this fact forcibly in his book, 
Education in the Christian Religion: 

“Thus man alone is capable of becom- 
ing the master of his own destiny. He is 
more than the creature of his own envi- 
ronment. But more than this, he is a crea- 
tor of his own expanding and growing 
personality. Here human nature rises 
solitary and unapproachable by any other 
forms of life. Here man rises to the plane 
not only of self-activity, but of self-direc- 
tion of his own progress in life.” 


This power to make personality changes 
is seen to be both individual and social 
in its processes and results. Man gives 
direction to his own personal develop- 
ment and at the same time contributes 
to the remaking of social conditions, thus 
creating a changed social order and build- 
ing a new social power. 


Christian education is based on 
faith that God is just as active in huma 
personalities as He is in nature. The lav 
that govern in both instances are Hi 
He is vital to all the ordinary proces 
of life, and especially of human persof 
ality. Thus it is necessary that we edi 
cate ourselves and others in Christial 
principles and doctrines. This is dor 
through the means known as evangelisn 


Using the word evangelism in its broa¢ 
est and best sense we see that it must i 
clude all possible vital and effective pre 
cesses in education, while all Christia 
education worthy of the name must i 
volve the evangelistic spirit and obje¢ 
tives. These processes of evangelism ar 
education do not conflict but are part 
of a unified spiritual process. Christia! 
education is not Christian at all unless j 
utilizes educational methods in workin 
with God to make children, youth, ani 
adults genuinely Christlike, and that em 
bodies a steady and sustained spirit o 
true evangelism. 


Here, mention should be made that fo 
nearly two centuries evangelism and re 
vivalism have been popularly regarded a 
synonymous, and this conception is not a 
all difficult to understand. It should b 
kept in mind that revivalism is only on 
form of evangelism, and therefore evan 
gelism is the more inclusive term. It is wel 
known that men’s experiences of religioi 
differ, and since the heart of evangelist 
is the passion to bring others into vita 
religious experiences it is inevitable thi 
a variety of methods may be employe 
and one is the revival, : 


The evangelist and the educator 2 
working at the same task and each nee 
the other. The specialist in mass eva 
gelism will use the educational methoc 
that are possible and effective for grouf 
and crowds, while the Christian educa 
cannot hope to succeed without th 
evangelistic spirit and approach in 4 
his efforts. In mass evangelism the call 
for decisions for Christ, publicly e 
pressed, and the evangelist uses tho: 
methods which promise immediate 
sults. The Christian teacher must al: 
make effective appeals for decisions fi 
Christ, employing different but no | 
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ital methods. The difference in method 
rows largely out of the fact that the 
vangelist appeals for immediate results, 
while the Christian teacher bides his time, 
rusting in the sickle only when the har- 
est is ripe, 

The Christian teacher is committed to 
ound methods of teaching which require 
long time. His task is never finished, 
ot even when his pupils have been led 
» Christ and have assumed the vows of 
re church. The true educator does not 
slax his efforts at this point but regards 
is task as continuous, reaching far be- 
ond the immediate results obtained in 
1e classroom. In helping persons achieve 
hristian character and life he is often 
isappointed in the outcome of his labors, 
ut he must not let down or give up, 
laintaining a steady glow whether the 
arvest be near or far. If he can do this 
e has proved himself a teacher and an 
vangelist of the best type. 


The Christian teacher does not hope to 
eate a divine experience in the lives of 
ose with whom he works, but he does 
k to bring them into such attitudes as 

rill dispose them to receive the new life 

hich God alone can give, even as the 
usbandman plants and cultivates the 

‘ee which God alone can bring to frui- 
on. 


A certain pastor once was calling on a 
arishioner and noting his fine farm, its 
undant crops, and the fertility of its 
oil remarked: “God and you have cer- 
iinly made a fine farm here!’’

ods, it is frequently pointed out that the 
note of urgency that was characteristic of 
the revivalism of yesterday is missing in 
our pulpits and classrooms today. 

In Evangelism and Change Bishop 
Edwin H. Hughes writes most interest- 
ingly one of the changes which has 
taken place in the literature and hymns of 
the past generation. Modern hymnals of 
several denominations show an increase 
in the number of hymns for children, 
and this is as it should be. But another 
trend is noted by the Bishop: 

‘In the Methodist Hymnal, for ex- 
ample, “The Gospel’ section was in- 
creased until the number reached seventy- 
one. Of all these hymns not one was 
written in the twentieth century. Indeed 
more than one fourth of them were 
penned in the eighteenth century! Else- 
where in the hymnal there are songs that 
make a strong appeal, and some that 
could, save for stricter classification, have 
been included in the Gospel section. Yet 
the seventy-one, thus naturally chosen 
for this section, are all products of the 
quite far-gone time! Is there significance 
in the fact that no hymn of invitation to 
Christ, as selected for “The Gospel’ sec- 
tion, was pulled from an author's heart in 
the last forty years?” 

Concurrent with the decline in the 
creation of new Gospel hymns a definite 
change in the character of evangelistic 
literature is noted. The older writers in 
this field had a more positive message 
than is to be found in much of the cur- 
rent literature intended to be evangelis- 
tic. The sharp, dogmatic note of judg- 
ment characteristic of that older evan- 
gelism has somehow drifted into vague- 
ness, and its challenge lacks the definite- 
ness of an earlier Christian literature. 


The primary function of evangelism is 
to confront men with the fact of God, 
whether dealing with the awakening mor- 
al consciousness of children or with the 
more mature minds of adults. All the 
great spiritual awakenings in Christian 
history have begun in urgent efforts to 
bring men face to face with the reality 
of God in Christ. 


The great fact of the Christlike God, 
then, is primary in the evangelistic mes- 
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sage. Dr. Lynn Harold Hough says in 
Are You an Evangelist: 


“There is no evangelistic message with- 
out Almighty God, perfectly good and 
perfectly loving, offering fellowship to 
men, and offering to supply all their need 
in this strange and baffling business of 
living. 

“If there is no Divine Mind to think, 
no Divine Will to choose, no Divine Love 
to reach out in tenderness toward men, no 
Divine Power on the throne of the uni- 
verse, then the singing splendor fades 
from the Psalms, the high authority van- 
ishes from Hebrew prophecy, and all the 
inner potency disappears from _preach- 
ing. 

Let me close by saying evangelism in 
Christian education involves sharing 
Christian experiences with other persons, 
and in its very genius is therefore highly 
personal. This spirit of sharing is main- 
ly expressed today in three ways: through 
pulpit evangelism, educational evangel- 
ism, and personal evangelism — but it is 
the same spirit, whatever the method, 
and frankly seeks to win persons, young 
and old. There may be valid objection to 
certain methods of evangelism but to 
evangelism as a contagious spirit there 
can be no valid objection. Society can 
move forward only as it organizes to 
share its experiences of the best values, 
and religion above all other life values 
can be propagated only in this way.

Youth Accepts the Challenge 


Evangelist Billy Graham had a differ- 
ent emphasis and procedure at his Friday 
evening service, July 5. He gave what we 
might call a “Teen Talk.” It was a special 
youth night at Madison Square Garden in 
New York. 


Ordinarily about fifteen per cent of the 
audience is composed of teen-agers, says 
Dr. Graham. When the meetings began 
the New York schools were still in ses- 
sion. Since the schools closed, the num- 
ber of high school age and younger at 
the Crusade has increased. 


On this particular Friday evening the 
evangelist called for the young people to 
come forward who were already sure of 
their decisions for Christ and who were 
willing to dedicate their lives completely 
to His service. A thousand people re- 
sponded to this new type of invitation. 
Half of them were. young folks who were 
pledging themselves to become ministers 
Or missionaries or to go anywhere or do 
anything the Lord asked. 


How thrilling it must be to a teen- 
ager who has thought that he was stand- 
ing alone for Christ to find himself in a 
crowd of about 500 others already stand- 
ing for the same thing, It is not possible 
except in big meetings where thousands 
are gathered together, but the assurance 
that we are not alone can be ours wher- 
ever we are. Christ is with us in a very 
real way when we pledge to do His will 
and when we go forth after making such 
a pledge. 


Those who have studied the responses 
to the invitation given nightly at Madison 
Square Garden find that about 36 per 
cent of the youth in attendance come for- 
ward and that about 60 per cent of these 
are first-time decisions. Philip S. Cook 
reporting in the New York Herald Tri- 
bune for Monday, July 8, mentioned some 
of the teen-agers who had come forward 
on the previous Friday night. He writes 
about one who was rededicating his life 
after being a Christian for a year.
